In the history of humanity, 
there’s no greater justification for 
war than retaliation. That's also 
usually the justification of one’s 
enemy. 

Absent the intervention of an 
honest third party, retaliation be- 
comes war's never-ending fuel 
and requires no other justification. 
Throw religion into the mix and 
“forget about it.” 

That essentially describes the 
Palestinian-Israeli conflict, 
though there, one party has a 
highly advanced military, 
whereas the other side has no 
military. It does, however, have a 
seemingly endless supply of war- 
riors willing to sacrifice their lives 
(and that of innocent civiliarfs) for 
their cause. 

Having superior weaponry 
allows the U.S.-supported Israeli 
Defense Forces to do whatever 
they please, from extra-judicial 
executions carried out by military 
death squads, to destroying vil- 
lages from above, to targeting and 
arresting all men, from young to 
old. Formerly, this policy was 
known as “hot pursuit,” which 
doesn't actually target the per- 
petrators — because they're al- 
ready dead. Instead, the IDF 
makes forays into the villages 


by making texts more readily 
available. The Swiss Defense 
Department alone will be trans- 
lating almost 8,000 pages, much 
of it related to arms purchases 
Other important documents have 
to do with cross border crime and 
banking secrecy. 

Additionally, the need to 
translate official government 
documents into English is due to 
Switzerland’s joining NATO's 
Partnership for Peace (PfP) and 
the sending troops to assist in 
peacekeeping missions abroad. 

Of course, the Swiss did not 
just select at random another lan- 
guage to expand their multilin- 
gualism. They selected English 
because it is the lingua franca of 
our times, 

The growing influence of En- 
glish within Switzerland is begin- 
ning to cause concern as some of 
the twenty-six cantons are giving 
priority to English over the other 
national languages. In some 
schools, when Swiss children be- 
gin to study a foreign language, 
they are choosing English over 
German, French, or Italian. Cur- 
rently Swiss kids start their first 
foreign language at age 10 and 
English at 13. Some cantons are 
reversing it. Some have gone as 
far as starting English as the first 
foreign language when kids are 
seven years oJd. 

Although the use of language 
does cause some serious discus- 
sion, the Swiss understand that 
languages are an asset that will 
benefit their country. The Swiss 
are smart enough to understand 
that history handed them a gift 
when it made them multilingual. 

In the U.S., a land of immi- 
grants, one would think that a 
similar interest in multilingualism 
would occur. The opposite is the 
case. Languages are seen as a 
problem. Americans seek io 
stamp out whatever languages im- 
migrants bring into the country 
out of concern that English is be- 
ing endangered and the fabric of 
the country will come apart if lan- 
guages other than English are al- 
lowed to exist. 

It’s also strange that Ame- 
ricans don't see the need for more 
linguistic skills given the 
country's predominance in the 
world. As the sole superpower 
and at times the world police of- 
ficer, the U.S. needs to be able to

closest to suicide bombings and 
takes out its vengeance upon 
whatever targets it sees fit, in- 
cluding the Palestinian Authority. 

Apparently, this policy has 
now been christened “hot pre- 
emption,” which in the case of the 
IDF is little different from the 
former policy, except it no longer 
has to claim it is retaliating. A fea- 
ture of hot pursuit is the precept 
of collective punishment, in 
which civilians are fair game, as 
long as they're not the primary 
targets. 

In the Middle East, both par- 
ties in fact are under relentless at- 
tack; thus, both sides view them- 
selves as having a right to carry 
out hot or pre-emptive strikes. 

When such a policy is ex- 
ecuted by irregular forces, the 
casualties can be a few dozen ata 
time. (In the Middle East conflict, 
Palestinian suicide bombers don't 
distinguish between civilians and 
military targets.) 

When carried out by the mili- 
tary, the casualties, for obvious 
reasons, are proportionately 
greater. And as is proven on a 
weekly basis absent a political 
solution, no military in the world 
is capable of stopping suicide 
bombers intent on taking their 
own lives. 

When both parties have ac- 
cess to advanced weaponry as in 
India and Pakistan, this, of course, 
can also lead to a pre-emptive 


communicate with everyone. Yet. 
the policies and the climate in the 
U.S. are always one of monolin- 
gualism. We don't need to under- 
stand you, we seem to be telling 
the world. All that matters is that 
you understand us. 

This is dangerous because 
our inability to understand others 
put us at a serious disadvantage. 
Currently, for example, the U.S. 
government has a critical short- 
age of people who are fluent in 
Arabic, Farsi, Korean, and Chi- 
nese. According to the General 
Accounting Office, four govern- 
mental agencies have severe 
shortages of employees with lan- 
guage skills. These include the 
Army, the FBI, the State depart- 
ment and the Commerce depart- 
ment. 

A recent GAO report revealed 
that staff shortages of employees 
with linguistic skills have “hin- 
dered U.S. military, law enforce- 
ment, intelligence, counter terror- 
ism, and diplomatic efforts.” 

The use of technology has 
allowed the U.S. to collect huge 
amounts of data, which need pro- 
cessing. The FBI has thousands 
of hours of audiotapes and pages 
of written texts that have not been 
translated because of a lack of 
qualified personnel. 

Given the more than 5000 
languages spoken around the 
globe, it's difficult to have people 
fluent in all these languages. Yet, 
the climate of monolingualism 
typical of the U.S. as evidenced 
by the English-only laws and the 
virtual elimination of bilingual 
education programs in California, 
Arizona, and possibly Colorado 
and Massachusetts, will only 
worsen our ability to deal with 
international issues. 

When an American state de- 
clares English its official lan- 
guage because of fear that another 
language —often Spanish— may 
“take over”, we send a wrong 
message to immigrants. Learn 
English and forget your native 
language. In essence, immigrants 
are told to become monolingual 
as the vast majority of Americans 
as soon as possible. This trans- 
lates into a loss of a valuable as- 
set. 

When bilingual education 
programs are eliminated, kids, 
who have a strong chance of 
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nuclear exchange. 

U.S. action in Afghanistan, 
and the wider war on terrorism, 
has been of the hot pre-emption 
variety. Affirming this, President 
Bush, through fiat, declared last 
week at West Point that he will 
no longer adhere to a policy of 
deterrence and will instead resort 
to this new policy of attacking 
first. 

The implications of this 
policy are mind-boggling. Aside 
from the three “axis of evil” na- 
tions, the president has specifi- 
cally targeted 60 terror cells 
worldwide. We've indeed (with- 
out consulting Congress) now 
entered into permanent war — 
without quarter and without bor- 
ders — unilaterally initiated by a 
president who has claimed moral 
clarity as his guiding principle: 
the ability to distinguish between 
good and evil. Here's part of 
Bush's recent speech: “We have 
a great opportunity to extend a 
just peace, by replacing poverty, 
repression and resentment around 
the world with hope of a better 
day. Through most of history, 
poverty was persistent, inescap- 
able and almost universal. In the 
last few decades, we've seen na- 
tions from Chile to South Korea 
build modern economies and freer 
societies, lifting millions of 
people out of despair and want.” 

Apparently, moral clarity 
doesn't require political literacy. 


That he would mention Chile in 
that same paragraph is quite star- 
tling because the legacy of the 
brutal and repressive Pinochet 
dictatorship is still alive in that 
nation’s courtrooms and political 
psyche. Will he next tell us that 
the military butchers who killed 
nuns and priests and tens of thou- 
sands of innocent civilians in the 
1980s in Central America were on 
the side of goodness? 

If Bush actually could mor- 
ally distinguish between good and 
evil, he would be cast into the 
world spotlight as a peacemaker 
rather than as a warmonger. As it 
is, his war drumroll against Iraq 
seems to have no takers. 

An even greater danger is that 
other nations may want to follow 
the U.S. lead of resorting to hot 
pre-emption to strike at enemies 
(who are obviously terrorists). In 
fact, there’s little doubt that our 
enemies, including the 60 terror 
cells, will also be adopting this 
same policy — directed at us — 
soon. 

It’s possible that some nations 
will come to resemble Guatemala 
of the 1970s-'80s: That country 
rejected U.S. aid and became so 
proficient at killing that it did not 
want to be bothered with any hu- 
man rights considerations. In ef- 
fect, the United States may be- 
come the role model for unre- 
strained permanent worldwide 
war, as opposed to lasting peace. 


Colombia’s new superhero has no 
secret weapon to defeat rebels

lombia have fallen in love with 
recently elected right-wing Presi- 
dent Alvaro Uribe Velez. Buteven 
if stories of Uribe’s keen intellect, 
physical prowess and miraculous 
ability to emerge unscathed from 
assassination attempts are true, 
hell need all his powers to stop 
Colombia's decades-long civil 
war.

Bogota, Colombia — He's 
said to possess the mind of a sa- 
vant, the asceticism of a monk and 
the courage of a warrior. As the 
Bush administration moves to in- 
crease involvement in Colom- 
bia’s 38-year-old war, Colombia's 
president-elect is nearing super- 
hero status. Yet it is not clear how 
Alvaro Uribe Velez will fulfill the 
promise that brought him a land- 
slide win: ending the violence. 

Winning in a May 27 land- 
slide on a promise to restore or- 
der in this chaotic country, Alvaro 
Uribe Velez’s talents have already 
been made legendary by Colom- 
bia’s admiring press. Apparently, 
he could recite famous political 
speeches from memory as a child. 
A husband and father of two, the 
49-year-old former senator and 
governor rises at 5 a.m. for a 
work-out, followed by 20 minutes 
of meditation and yoga. 

When presumed rebels de- 
tonated a bomb near his motor- 
cade in April, Uribe — unfazed 
— asked if everyone inside the 
armored vehicle was OK, calmed 
his driver and still had the seren- 
ity to give a press conference min- 
utes later. Four bystanders were 
killed in the blast. 

Uribe is a hard-line ex-gov- 
ernor who has allegedly been the 
target of numerous other rebel as- 
sassination plots. He hasn't tried 
to hide how wants to handle the 
nation’s two main leftist guerrilla 
armies, the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) and 
the smaller National Liberation 
Army (ELN). 

Uribe has said that after he 
takes office on Aug. 7, things will 


change. 

He will recruit 1 million ci- 
vilians to be the eyes and ears of 
the government, reporting to au- 
thorities anyone suspected of 
criminal and rebel activity. Hu- 
man rights groups fear the civil- 
ian spies will become rebel tar- 
gets and could strengthen the 
right-wing paramilitary army, 
which is fighting alongside gov- 
ernment troops against the rebels 
in a war that annually kills 3,500 
people — mostly unarmed civil- 
ians. The paramilitary forces — 
the United Self-Defense Forces of 
Colombia (AUC) — aligned with 
the army were blamed for most 
of the human rights violations in 
Colombia last year. 

Uribe also wants to double 
the size of the armed forces and 
secure U.S. counterinsurgency 
aid. He has already met with U.S. 
officials in Bogota, the capital, 
and is scheduled to meet later this 
month in Washington, D.C., with 
the Bush administration, which 
appears to support Uribe’s strat- 
egy. 

However, even with Wash- 
ington’s help, it could take years 
to build Colombia’s impotent 
military into an efficient fighting 
force. And when the buildup is 
finally complete, will that army 
beat the rebels or force them to 
the negotiating table? 

The 16,000-strong FARC is 
stronger than ever and flush with 
multimillion-dollar profits from 
the cocaine trade. The 5,000- 
strong ELN also appears in no 
hurry to stop fighting: Peace talks 
between the ELN and the govern- 
ment of President Andres Pas- 
trana — who is constitutionally 
barred from a second term — col- 
lapsed last month. 

“The country was sold the 
idea that the war would be re- 
solved quickly, and that resolving 
the war would solve the economic 
and social problems,” said Marco 
Romero, a political analyst at 
Bogota's National University. 

“The new president is going 
to have a tough time fixing all 
those problems.” 

If Uribe can’t show quick re- 
sults, he could go the way of other 


Latin American leaders, such as 


Peru's President Alejandro Toledo

México, (EFE).- El Gobierno 
de México negó el martes, que el

el agua en la frontera común. 

La prensa local hizo eco de 
versiones que señalaban que am- 
bos mandatarios habían conversa- 
do dos veces este mes sobre el pa- 
go de la deuda de agua que man- 
tiene México con EE.UU. 

En un breve comunicado de 
apenas cuatro líneas, la Presiden- 


cia aseguró tajantemente que “di- 
chas conversaciones no tuvieron 
lugar”. 

En los últimos meses, las 
autoridades de Texas (EE.UU.) 
han exigido al Gobierno mexica- 
no el pago de una deuda de 1,700 
millones de metros cúbicos de 
agua proveniente del río Bravo, 
frontera natural entre México y 
Estados Unidos. 

Las autoridades mexicanas 
argumentan que no han podido 
cumplir con el pago de la deuda 
porque no hay suficiente agua en 
su territorio, debido a la sequía 


que afecta a la región desde hace 
una década. 

Según un tratado bilateral de 
1944, EE.UU. debe entregar cada 
año a México 1,850 millones de 
metros cúbicos de agua, mientras 
que este país, a su vez, está obli- 
gado a aportar a su vecino del nor- 
te una cuota cuatro veces menor, 
de 431 millones. 

El conflicto por el agua ame- 
naza con enturbiar las relaciones 
entre ambos países y fue el motivo 
por el que Fox aplazó hace una 
semana una gira por Texas que 
tenía prevista para fin de mes.

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Ecuador minister: Latin American 
emigration fueled by low pay 


Geneva, (EFE).- Latin Ame- 
ricans will continue to emigrate 
to other countries as long as the 
region is plagued by a lack of job 
opportunities and low pay, Ecua- 
dorian Labor Minister Martin 
Alberto Insua said Wednesday in 
Geneva. 

The monthly minimum wage 
in Ecuador, Brazil and Bolivia ts 
$122.88, $86 and $80, respec- 
tively, Insua told EFE. 

However, the basket of basic 
goods for an Ecuadorian family 
of four 1s $320, an amount that 
can only be earned if both adults 
work, which is very difficult in 
rural areas. 

“Emigration will not end as 
long as an Ecuadorian or any 
other person from a Latin Ameri- 
can country can earn between 
$500 and $600 a month in Spain 
and send $200-$300 home,” said 
Insua. who is attending the Inter- 
national Labor Organization 
(ILO) conference. 

Strong emigration, particu- 
larly from southern Ecuador, 
stems from a lack of jobs in the 
construction and hotel industries, 
which require qualified labor, 
Insua added. 

With regard to the bilateral 
immigration accord with Spain, 


Insua said that although the pact 
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allotted 33,000 work visas for 
Ecuadorians - for 21,000 tempo- 
rary postions, 3,000 housekeep- 
ing jobs and 8.000 permanent jobs 
- no term or deadline was deter 
mined. 

In Guayaquil alone, nearly 
20,000 emigration applications 
for Spain were filed, and at the 
moment, more than 30,000 appli- 
cations throughout the country 
have been received. 

The information is being en 
tered into a job database. as the 
International Immigration Orga- 
nization recommended. 

However, job opportunities 
from Spanish companies arrive 
slowly, because lower transporta- 
tion costs make it cheaper for 
them to hire temporary workers 
from Eastern Europe, he ex- 
plained 

However, many Ecuadorians 
will try to emigrate with or with- 
out proper travel documents, he 
said, adding. “The only way to 
reduce emigration in Ecuador, as 
in Colombia or Mexico, 1s to cre- 
ate well-paid jobs.” 

The country is not only suf- 
fering from a drain of unskilled 
workers, but also of profession 
als, such as doctors, and skilled 
labor, such as cabinetmakers.

$8 million agreement with Japan 
to receive assistance “primarily ip 
the metallurgical machine indus- 
try” and in professional training. 

“Overall, Ecuador has certain 
basic advantages compared to 
other countries, such as peace.”

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Introduction to Copyright Law: seeking protection for your work 


Copyrights are more com- 
monplace than most people real- 
ize. In fact, they are all around 
us. 

Copyrights are found in 
newspapers and magazines de- 
livered to your home or offered 
in a kiosk on the street; they are 
found in the billboards and ads 
that you see on city buses; they 
are found in your child’s finger 
painting hanging in your office 
and in your favorite contemporary 
artist's creation. 

Copyrights are also found in 
the stationery and postcards of 
your business; they are found in 
your website and laser artwork as 
well as the radio shows that you 
listen to and the television shows 
that you watch, whatever the lan- 
guage; they are even found in 
your grandmother's patterns for 
sewing, Knitting. crochet and 
needlework. We are surrounded 
by copyrights everyday and yet so 
many of us do not understand 
what they are and how to protect 
them. 

Copyright law has evolved 
into what it is today primarily due 
to the influence of publishers 
themselves, leading to practices 
and laws intended to limit as well 
as create monopolistic copyright 
protection since as early as 1710. 
Presently, a copyright can be de- 
fined as a form of protection by 
U.S. law to the authors of “origi- 
nal works of art.” In this regard, 
original works must be tangible 
pictoral, graphic or sculptural 
works. 

While the world of copyrights 
holds many things to be copyright 
protected, there are still certain 
things that are not copyrightable. 
For example, there can be no 
copyright protection in an idea, 
therefore, the idea for your next 


screenplay, photomontage or 


| puzzle are not copyrightable. 
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Neither are any of your con- 
cepts, discoveries, or principles. 
Likewise, mere typographic orna- 
mentation, lettering or coloring 
are also not suitable for copyright 
protection. Another category of 
noncopyrightable material in- 
cludes words, short phrases like 
names, titles and slogans are not 
copyrights and neither are famil- 
iar symbols or designs. These ex 
amples, however, while not cli 
gible for copyright protection 
may be protected via patent or 
trademark protection. 

Under present copyright law, 
which became effective January 
1978, a work is automatically pro- 
tected by copyright when itis cre 
ated. A work is created when it is 
“fixed” in a copy or recorded for 
the first time. Therefore, neither 
registration in the Copyright Of- 
fice, nor publication 1s required 
for copyright protection. While 
copyright creation may be auto- 
matic, filing a federal registration 
with the Copyright Office pro 
vides far better protection for your 
original work. 

Federal registration 1s a pow- 
erful enforcement tool. It allows 
an individual access to courts to 
sue for copyright infringement. 
Without a federal registration 
covering your work, you are vir- 
tually powerless to enforce your 
copyrights thereby allowing in- 
fringers to steal what does not 
rightfully belong to them. More- 
over, timely registration of your 
original work may also provide a 
broader range of remedies in an 
infringement action, including 
statutory damages, costs and at 
torneys fees. 

In addition, filing for copy- 
right registration and marking 
your original work with the famil- 
lar international © symbol estab- 
lishes a public record of the copy- 
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right claim, creating constructive 
knowledge of your copyright 
The copyright symbol identifies 
you as the copyright owner and 
shows the year of first publica- 
tion. Moreover, such constructive 
knowledge weakens an in 

fringer’s argument that he or she 
was unaware of the copyright 
owner's copyright. To see the 
symbol in use, see the caption at 
the end of this article. 

Another positive benefit from 
obtaining federal registration 1s 
that the owner of a copyright reg- 
istration may record that registra- 
tion with United States Customs 
Service. The Customs Service 
will then monitor imports for po- 
tentially infringing copies of the 
covered work. Thus, the owner 
may be able to keep infringing 
works from even entering the 
United States. 

Whether your original work 
is a book, manuscript, speech, 
game, visual art, motion picture, 
sound recording, musical whether 
your original work 1s a book, 
manuscript, speech, game, visual 
art, motion picture, sound record- 
ing, musical composition, multi- 
media works, computer program, 
serial, online work, photo, collec- 
tive work or other tangible item, 
know your rights and seek pro- 
tection.

La Orquesta Sinfónica de San José hará una pausa musical

- Cultural 
- Una tradición cultural quedó 
- interrumpida el sábado pasado en 
~ San José, al menos por un tiempo. 
“A la entrada del Center for the 
“Performing Arts, las cámaras de 
‘television y la presencia de fotó- 
- grafos, daba la impresión de una 
“noche de estreno. Desafortunada- 
- mente, el tumulto de gente no 
anticipaba el principio, sino que 
marcaba el fin de ciento veintitrés 
años ininterrumpidos de música 
sinfónica en la ciudad. El con- 
cierto benéfico era la “despedida” 
de San Jose Symphony, la Or- 
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questa Sinfónica de San José. 
No fue pues de sorprenderse, 
que esa noche la audiencia ha- 
blara en tonos bajos, que en sus 
rostros se reflejara dolor, y que el 
ambiente del auditorio estuviera 
impregnado de tristeza.

“La Pri- 
mavera” de Antonio Vivaldi, con 
un magnífico solo de violín de 
Robin Mayforth. 

Podríamos interpretarlo co- 
mo su principio. El Scherza de la 
sinfonía en G (Sol mayor), escrita 
por Lou Harrison, uno de los 
compositores americanos de la 
era moderna con más influencia, 
como el objetivo de la orquesta: 
Dar a nuevos compositores la 
oportunidad de escuchar sus com- 
posiciones. Rapsodia 43 de Rach- 
maninoff (basada en un tema de 
Paganini), con un magistral solo 
de piano interpretado por Mark 
Zeltser, podía representar en sus 
diferentes movimientos, los años 
de placer, tumulto, gloria y alegría 
que la orquesta ha vivido.

sory Panel explica que la falta de 
recursos financieros, obligan a 
San Jose Symphony a silenciarse, 
por un tiempo, hasta que pueda 
establecerse una nueva orquesta 
libre de deudas.
